RED CROSS ASKED TO 
DISCONTINUE RELIEF.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23. — 
Austria-Hungary has asked the Am- 
erican Red Cross to discontinue re- 
et work in Belgrade and in other 
parts of Northern Serbia conquered 
by the Teutonic forces, when up- 
plies now on hand have been dis- 
tributed. The suggestion reached 
here today through Ambassador 
Penfield at Vienna. The Austrian 
government expressed its deepest 
gratitude to the Red Cross for what 
has been done and gave no reason 
for asking’ its discontinuance. 

Red Cross officials here, surprised 
at the request, say the work practi- 
cally is at a standstill because of the 
impossibility of securing supplies 
since Rumania entered the war. The 
work will necessarily cease about 


December 1. 
Nearly $75,000 has been con- 
tributed to that section from this 


country, while 100 carloads of sup- 
plies from Rumanian relief commit- 
tees and eighty from Swiss commit- 
tees have been distributed by the 
American agents. Edward Stuart, 
assisted by Charles Fox, has cared 
for about 86,000 people in Betgrade, 
and Dr. Edward Ryan has endeav- 
ored to reach about 100,000 in the 
interior.

SHIPBUILDING. 


Contractor may Fill Orders 
For Merchantmen. 
Navy Gives Submarine Job to 
Long Beach Firm. 


Means Three Million Dollars 
to the Company. 


Long Beach again came into na- 
tienal prominence as a center for 
the building of ships-of-war yester- 
day when the Navy Department 
awarded the California Shipbuilding 
Company of that city the contract 
for the construction of three sub- 
marines, to cost $698,000 each. 

Accepting the contracts, although 
the bid of the company was for not 
less than five ships, the shipbuilders 
laid plans for the building of two 
merchantmen in addition to the gov- 
ernment work. The merchantmen 
will be of 4500 tons and 6000 tons, 
respectively. This will mean ap- 
proximately $3,000,000 in new con- 
tracts for the Long Beach concern. 

Although the directors of the Cal- 
ifornia Shipbuilding Company have 
not finally decided the question, it is 
probable they will release John F. 
Craig from his promise, made at the 
time of his sale of the shipyards, that 
he would not engage in the ship- 
building business here for ten years. 
Mr. Craig will, in that event, erect 
a plant for the building of two or 
three merchantmen, contracts for 
which he has already secured. Prob- 
ably 750 more men will be hired by 
the plants when the building of these 
vessels is begun.

The 
vessele built by the California com- 
pany submerge on an even keel, 4n- 
stead of diving bow foremost into 
the water. The Il-fated F-4 subma- 
rine which thrust its nose into the 
mud in Honolulu Harbor was of the 
bow submergence type. German 
submarines of the U“ type are con- 
structed so that submergence is on 
an even keel. The Long Beach plant 
operates as the licensee of the Lake 
Torpedo Boat Company, which also 
secured submarine contracts yester- 


day. 
MECHANICS. 
Manager Foley praises the high 
class of mechanics which can be se- 
cured in Southern -California. He 
has had no difficulty in getting all 
the skilled labor required in the fin- 
ishing of these vessels, and repre- 
sentatives of the Navy Department. 
who personally view the construction 
of the boats at the plant, praise the 
work done by Mr. Foley's men. 
Under the terms of the bid en- 
tered by the Long Beach company 
the three submarines must be com- 
pleted within twenty-two months. 
The engines for two of the L' sub- 
marines have arrived from East St.

TURKEY DEALERS IN PANIC. 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW TORK. Nov. 29.—New 
York's turkey-buying public has 
arisen against the high cost of the 
Thanksgiving Day fowl, and, as a 
result, there was a semi-panic today 
among turkey dealers. 

According to Joseph Hartigan, 
Commissioner of Weights and 
Measures, the large quantities of 
turkeys, chickens and geese shipped 
here in anticipation of the high 
prices of Thanksgiving eve, have re- 
mained in the ice-boxes and stails 
of merchants until, tonight, there 
seemed to be a decided downward 
trend in the price in order to save 
total loss. The prevailing price 
had been 38 cents and more a pound. 

And at the same time, dealers 
were feeling the effects of the pub- 
lic’s indignation, a call for a con- 
certed uprising against the high 
cost of living having been issued 
here by Mayor Cornelius F. Burns 
of Troy, president of the New York 
State conference of Mayors. The 
call advocated proclamations by the 
Governors of all States and Mayors 
of all cities of the nation to be 
published broadcast and read in 
schools and churches, establishing 
days for a series of boycotts against 
high-priced foods. 

Mayor Burns also advocated, 
addition to those proclamations, the 
co-operation of housewives’ leagues, 
motion-picture houses, and labor 
organizations on the attack on the 
high of living. 
REMARKABLE SITUATION. 
The result of these activities, ac- 
cording to merchants and public of- 
ficials, has been the creation of the 
most remarkable food situation in 
the history of the nation’s great 
feast day. 

Mr. Hartigan made his announce- 
ment ag to the panic conditions fol- 
lowing his investigations into the 
poultry markets. 

“The public is being scared off by 
the excessive price of the last few 
days, he declared. “The price of 
38 cents to 45 cents which now 
obtains is so high that the public 
2 indicated its refusal to 
uy.” 

The egg boycott, he said, has pro- 
duced less buying, and “in self de- 
fense the dealers have been obliged 
to reduce the price in order to in- 
duce purchasers.” ° 
LESS POTATOES. 


The fact that 3000 less barrels of 
potatoes were received this year 
than last during the two days be- 
fore Thanksgiving and that potatoes 
now are selling for $4.50 and $5 a 
barrel, as against the recent price 
of $7 indicates, he said, a recession 
of potato buying by the public and 
that the top price has been passed. 
The farmer, he said, “is shoving 
his potatoes on the market“ lest he 
be caught with them on his hands. 
Mayor Burns, in discussing his 
call, explained: 

“The simplest, most effective and 
direct way of accomplishing a 
breaking down of extortionate prices 
is through abataining for a period 
from the uses of those articles of 
food on which the prices are ex- 


orbitant. There should be a State 
and nationwide movement to this 
end.“ 


PORTLAND PRICES DROP.

PORTLAND (or.) Nov. 
Portland housewives today opened 
warfare against the high cost of liv- 
ing when the boycott on turkeys, 
geese and ducks caused a decided 
slump in the markets, the fowl 
dropping from 32 and 33 cents to 27 
and 28 cents a pound. 

Mrs. W. F. Ogburn, president of 
the Consumers’ League, said this 
evening it was high time for the 
creation of a protective league. 
Then Mr. and Mrs. Consumer 
have another cause for thanksgiving 
in the fact that their daily bread 
will cost them less money, provid- 
ing they bake it at home. The 
wholesale and retail price of flour 
dropped 20 cents a rrel in the 
local market during the day. 

Then again the price of potatoes 
is slowly ebbing, still another cause 
of thanksgiving. 

BLAME MIDDLEMAN. 4 
Blame for the lifting of prices is 
fixed — the middleman and 
direct buying is suggested as one 
way of eliminating much expense. 
Local housewives point to the ad- 
vance in such products as eggs, but- 
ter, cabbage, meat, potatoes, fruit 
and beans, all commodities pro- 
duced in Oregon, and thus free from 
the cost of transportation. 

“If we formed a mutual purchas- 
ing bureau and got our necessities 
direct from the producers,” said one 
well known woman today, “all this 
talk of the high cost of living would 
soon be eliminated. We would be 
able to get commodities for fair 
prices. Now we are in the same 
position as a hapless vredestrian 
halted at the point of a revolver 
held by a highwayman. 

“In other words, we are being 
robbed.”

OF DEMURRAGE 


Adopt Emergency Measure to 
Relieve Car Shortage. 
Will Suspend Charges When 
Weather is Rainy. 


Adamson Law Injunction is 
Attacked in New York,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—As an 
emergency measure to relieve the 
freight car shortage, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission today au- 
thorized railroads to establish and 
maintain until May 1 next a pro- 
gressive demurrage scale, higher 
than the present rate of $1 a day. 
The scale is a compromise between 
the proposed graduated schedule in 
the railroad tariffs recently sus- 
pended and the rates suggested by 
shippers’ interests. 

The rates will become effective 
three days after each railroad files 
with the commission its formal 
schedule, or probably within a week. 
Under the new scale two free days 
are allowed and suggested charges 
are $1 for the third and fourth days, 
$2 for the fifth and sixth days and 
$5 for each day thereafter. The rule 
that charges shall be suspended on 
days when weather prevents unload- 
ing and the so-called “average agree- 
ment“ by which credit is allowed 
shippers who unload in less than the 
two days are re

BRITAIN TO CONTROL 
SOUTH WALES MINES, 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

LONDON, Nov. 29.— Under the 
defense of the realm act, the Board 
of Trade announces that from De- 
cember 1 it will assume control of 
all the coal mines in South Wales. 
A committee has been appointed 
representing the Board of Trade, the 
Home Office and the Admiralty, 
for the administration of the mines 
and will meet tomorrow to consider 
the question of wages. 

There has been a long dispute 
concerning the demands of the South 


war bonus. The Board of Trade at- 
tempted by intervention to procure 
a settlement but the mine owners 
objected to an investigation of their 
affairs with a view to ascertaining 
whether they could justifiably mect 
the miners’ demands. 

The action of the government in 
taking over control of the South 
Wales coal mines is an entirely new 
departure and appears to have. been 
caused by the imperative necessity 
of preventing a trade dispute from 
interfering with the coal supply. 
Earller in the course of the war the 
government had taken steps to con- 
trol the price of coal to some extent, 
but from the beginning of the war 
there has been trouble in the South 
Wales coal fields arising from the 
constant .conflict between the coal 
miners and the owners on the ques- 
tion of wages. 

A year ago David Lioyd George, 
then Minister of Munitions, had to 
interfere and concede to the miners 
a 15 per cent. bonus, despite oppo- 
sition of the owners. But with the 
continually rising cost of living the 
men contended that they were en- 
titled to a further bonus and that 
the great war profits the owners 
were making justified their demands. 
Hence they demanded another 15 
per cent. increase and an indépen- 
dent audit of the coal owners’ books

The opportunity 
had then come on the soil of England for 
that great contest which established the 
authority of Parliament, gave religious free 
dom to the people, sent Charles to the block 
and committed to the hands of Oliver Crom- 
well the supreme executive authority of Eng 
land.

TRADE POSITION 


Third Annual Investigation 
Begins Next Monday. 


Compare Conditions of Year 
Ago with Present, 
Final Report will be Ready 
for Issue in Week. 


In an effort to determine the stand- 
ing of America’s leading marketing 
centers and the trend of business 
conditions, the Associated Advertis- 
ing Clubs of the World will begin 
their third annual investigation of 
consumer demand next Monday. 

Due to its large western trade and 
the growing business with oriental 


and South American porta, Los An- 
geles will be included in the in- 
vestigation. A committee from the 


local club, with Denson W. Gee as 
chairman, will solicit facts from the 
leaders in five principal retail lines. 

Figures in no instances will be 
taken, since jt is the purpose of the 
club to determine only in percentages 
the increases or decreases in volume 
of sales, advertising expenditures, 
stock on hand, net profit, and per 
cent. of money in accounts on books 
October 31, 1916, as compared with 
the index date of 1915. 

OF GREAT VALUE. 

These investigations were com- 
menced two years ago when the Eu- 
ropean war unsettled trade conditions 
and left the business men of Amer- 
ica in a precarious position. The 
first investigation proved of such im- 
mense value that a second was made 
in 1915, and the third will be con- 
ducted during December. 

Indorsement has been given the 
movement by President Wilson, 
Premier Borden of Canada and 
prominent financiers, business men 
and economists. 

The percentages last year revealed 
an average increase in American 
consumption of 15.938 per cent. and 
despite alarming reports of the dis- 
astrous effect war would have on 
business, the average merchant only 
decreased his purchases 2.3 per cent.

Rallroad Secrets.

By striking they have lost 
their seniority rights; they will have 
to accept any terms the managers 
of the railroads offer, and the man- 
agers, looking to the interests of 
their roads, as they should, will keep 
from the pay rolls hundreds of the 


sion age, thereby cutting down the 
pension roll and the risk of accidents 
due to the infirmities of age. 

That is the kind of advancement 
the young men had in mind when 
their started the eight-hour move. 
It may seem strange that the older 
men voted to strike, under these cir- 
cumstances. But when they vote 
against a strike it is considered they 
would “scab,” and cause or no cause, 
the member who votes against a 
strike is expelled by the action of the 
young members, who are always in 
a majority. 

The Adamson bill has not averted 
a strike; it has only put it off for a 
time. Of course, the railroads will 
contest it to the finish In the courts 
and it will be declared unconstitu- 
tional. If the law stands, it seems 
certain the earnings of the road 
men, on a mileage basis now, will 
be reduced, and then the brother- 
hoods will ask for an increase in 
wages, to make up the losses of these 
road men. 

Whichever way it goes the country 
will face the same thing—a big 
strike or a big bluff. 

For the brotherhoods, it had bet- 
ter be a bie bluff. For the railroads 
are prepared for a strike. It would 
be a very short time till they were 
running smoothly, with the same 
young men who started the clamor 
for the eight-hour day. j 

The members of the brotherhoods 
may take the position that the pub- 
lic ig not entitled to know such cor- 
rupt things take place within the 
organization.
